Senate backs down; allows tv 




m Fekete affair

such attended Saturday's meeting.) . - , 

Dfr Robertson presented a report on the Fekete affair 
to a general assembly of the Faculty Saturday^ and, reveal- 
ed for the first time, the decision of the Senate Discipline 
Committee meeting held that morning, to televise Fetcete's 
hearings. . 

Dr. Robertson referred at the start to extraordinary events 
in the Mcent past which "have tested and continue to test the 
slrengtM^of this university.*' 

He proceeded to give a brief report on some developments 
on building programs and a new Department of Higher Education, 
but devoted the bulk of his address to the Fekete affair. 

Before presenting his report^n the, Fekete case, Dr. Robert- 
son said he would eventuaUj^ffi[for a full airing of questions 
and opbiions by-Faculty^^bu^ddbd he would not call for "an 
expression of opinion by vote^n^'ny subject." 

He said the crisis came at a time when "we are in the midst 
of profound changes... for example, the' metamorphoses in uni- 
versity government... the changes in moral -values, ethics and 

customs." V-tl;.:^^*), ' - ' . 

He said our troubles lie in the difficulty of deflnitlveness in 
this "maelstrom of change". The university should combine change 
with conservation, but change in "the proper manner" only, he 
remarked. . ' 

Dr. Robertson then went into the Idstory of the Discipline 
Committee's handling of Fekete's casé, taken' largely ~ verbathn,

The Senate Committee on Student Discipline decided at a special meeting Saturday 
morning to provide closed-circuit television for the hearing of John Fekete, v^hom it suspended 
last Wednesday. 



In its letter notifying Students* 
Society President' Peter Smllli 
of the decision, the jCommittcc 
also indicated Itsiwi di ncss "to 
lift tlic suspcnsloiPas'^soon as 
It has an undertaking from Mr. 
Fekete that he will attend tlic 
'hearings and personally testify 
'as requested by the Committee 
on Student Discipline". 

Fekete was , handed an admin- 
istrative suspension Wednesday 
when he walked out' on the pro- 
ceedings of the Committee after 
it had rejected his request for 
- a televised bearing. - 

The Executive Committee of 
the Students* Council had stated 
In a letter dated February 8 and 
d^ddressed to Dean C. D. Solin, 
■^Sc^ary of the Committee on 
Student Discipline, that it was 
"gravely concerned" with the in- 
itial refusal of the request for 
television and strongly urged 
"that Mr. Fekete's suspension be 
lifted and that he be granted a 
televised ^hearing". 

Perry Meyer, chairman of the 
Committee, replied in a. letter, 
received the same day by Smith, 
that a special meeting of the 
Committee had been called for 
the week-end to consider the re-

Addressing the meeting will be Professor Bruce Garslde of 
the philosophy department, leclurers Allan Goldberg and Stanley 
Gray, and Victor Habinovilch. There will be no representatives 
from the administration. ' 

Gray said, "Wc intend to provide in-depth political analysis of 
the situation. We will explore the relationship between the Student 
Discipline Code and the actual Disciplinary Committee". 

Organizer Elaine Bander said the meeting is being called In 
order to offer the student body a clear analysis of the situation. 
She said in light of recent events, the nature and function, of the 
Disciplinary. Committee and the code it works by have increasing- 
ly been broijght into question by both faculty .and students.

Sheppafd' said the committee's 
offer to lift Fekete's suspension 
on the condition that Fekete at- 
tend the hearings and testify- 
personally was unacceptable. 

He said there was no provision 
In the Student Code of Discipline 
compelling an accused to testify 
and that there was no reason 
why the committee could not 
•proceed without Fekete. He 
termed the suspension un justl- 
fiedr-

he later admitted, from chairman Perry Meyer's letter to Students' 
Society President Peter Smith. 

He said whatever the recommendations of the Discipline 
Committee (as yet undisclosed) were, he would support them 
wholeheartedly. 

Since the Committee had had tlie cases referred to it, he 
noted, it had disposed of them "in the face of most trying cir- 
cumstances." Although the committee's meetings had been "im- 
peded by the spectre of interference throughout", it had progress- 
ed moderately and eminently fairly. .' 

Dr. Robertson said he had confidence in the committee's' 
ability to be fair and sensible and concluded by telling the 
assembled Faculty that: "this group of university teachers is 
responsible for the atmosphere in which teaching can take place. 
As such, the Committee deserves your full supporL"

Before he had finished his 
sentence, he was interrupted by 
Maxwell Cohen, Dean of Law, 
wlio suggested that discussion 
on this subject cease and that 
the meeting move on to other 
Issues. The Faculty member fin- 
ally managed to ask his question, 
on which Dr. Robertson declined 
comment. 

Dr. Robertson had said at 
one point that Fckete's suspen- 
sion would be in effect until 
the Committee considers the case 
and renders a decision. 
- Subsequently, the Senate Com- 
mittee's decision on televised 
hearings and Feketc's suspen- 
sion was announced, with about 
15 minutes of question-and- 
answer to clarify its meaning. 

it was finally established, 
liowcvcr, that Feketc's suspen- 
sion was In force until such 
time as Fekete presented him- 
self to the. Committee. 

Towards the end of the meet- 
ing, one Faculty member pointed 
out the contradiction between Dr. 
Robertson's account and the 
Senate Committee's decision on 
the duration of Feketc's suspen- 
sion, a contradiction which neit- 
her Dr. Robertson, Dean Cohen 
or Vice-Principal Michael Oliver 
managed to resolve. 

The meeting started at 11 
am. At 12 noon Dr. Robertson 
said he had intended to close 
the meeting at 12. He then 
closed the meeting.

Moncton students strike t<^c!ay 
to protest suggested fee hike 

MONCTON, N.B. (CUP) - L'Université de Moncton students begin a boycott of classes to- 
day to protest o proposed fee hike. '--,:rélki^-'^^!s..^yin yï-^v^-^^ 

Ninety per cent of the 1,100 students voted in a Friday^ referendum 's> 842' sludehls favor- 
ed the' strike. . 



The representative strike com> 
mittec says students will not re- 
turn to classes until their dem- 
ands arc met. 

It asks for a freeze in tuilion 
fees at their present level, in- 
creased scholarships and bursa- 
ries,- griMittt|fi[igevéinment subsi- 
dies to'îSe'UnlversIty, and a 
definite government commitment 
to a program of gradually phas- 
ed-oul tuition fees. 

The strike vote came after the 
Moncton board of go^nors ap- 
proved fee hikes ranging from 
$100 to $150 beginning next 



September. Moncton's fees now 
range from $430 to $405. 

Student council representati- 
ves asked the board tn refrain 
from raising fees, but the board 
said it had no alternative. 

Though Moncton's fees are. 
among the lowest in the province, 
the committee points out the 
Acadiaii French students at 



Moncton and Its affiliated Col- 
lège de Bathurst come, from 
among the lowest Income groups 
in New Brunswick. 

A protest of 800 &foncton stu- 
dents and another 350 from 
Bathunl are expected to petition 
the New Brunswick government 
tomorrow.

' We understand . that the 
(^mmlttee's reasonifordthis. re- 
fusal was thai*^M£?'¥ékete had 
previously rejected his right to 
a televised hearing. We feel 
that in Justice Mr. Fekete still 
retains his right to this option. 
May we draw to your attention 
the Senate Statement of Wed- 
nesday, November 8th., 1967, in 
which it was declared that 
"larger questions of standards 



anà policy involving breaches 
of student discipline might well 
be held In public with general 
benefit to the University com- 
munity", and that the Senate 
bad then "decided to ask tbe 
Committee on Student Discipli- 
ne to consider conducting the 
present case (BoUwcevils Af- 
fair) In public and with - the 
consent of the students con- 
cerned." Any earlier statements 
by Mr. Fekete or his attorney 
as to the nature of televised 
proceedings are Irrelevant at 
thii time. 

We have already had conside- 
rable Indications that our con- 
cern is a reflection of campus 
feeling. , Wet therefore strongly 
urge, as thèrexecutive authority 
of the Students' ^.Council, that 
Mr. Fekete'S' suspension be 
lifted and that he be granted 
a televised hearing.

meeting of the Committee heard 
and rejected a motion by Mr.

On November 16, 10G7 the 
Committee offered to Mr. Feke- 
te the closed circuit television 
arrangements which had been 
offered to Messrs. Allnutt and 
Foumicr .on November 15, 1967 
and accepted by them; Mr. 
Fekete refused to accept the 
offer. He was immediately ad- 
vLsed that in view of his refusal 
to accept the closed circuit 
television arrangements or to 
indicate a preference as bet- 
ween private hearings .or clos- 
ed circuit television, the hear- 
ings would be held in private 
as prnviou.s1y arranged, unless 
Mr. Fekete modified his stand 
prior , to thC : Committee's next 
mectlngl wtiich was formally 
fixed for November 21, 1967. 

On November 21, 1967 the 
University was first notified, of 
Mr. Frkete's motion for evoca- 
tion of his case to the Superior 
Courl. This motion contained 
the following allegation relating 



to the Committee's hearings 
supported by Mr. Fckctq's sworn 
affidavit : 

"Furthermore, there is every 
reason to believe that Justice 
cannot be conducted in the Ro- 
man Circus atmosphere produc- 
ed by the presence of television 
cameras, particularly when Pe- 
titioner has no control over the 
manner In which the trial will 
be televised, nor over tbe out- 
lets where it will be shown and 
when witnesses may be inti- 
midated by the presence of 
television cameras;" 
On the same day, Fekete, failed 
to appear before thTCommlttee 
and his case was ajoumed 
to Thursday November 23, 1967. 

On November 23rd the hear 
Ing was adjourned to Novem- 
ber 30th and a notice was seni 
to Fekete accordingly. 

On November 30 the hearing 
was adjourned until further 
notice in virtue of an order to 
.suspend proceedings, issued by 
tiic court on Novemtter 30th. 

The court rejected Mr. Fcke- 
te's motion on December 7, 
1967 and the Committee then

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It is true that Fekete termed the tele- 
vision hearing a "Roman circus"; but he is 
not alone in considering it on unsatisfactory 
fraction of natural justice.

The latest developments in the Fekete 
case before the Senate Committee on Stu- 
^mX, pUcipline still leave us in some con- 
^usIônfÀlthough the committee has granted 
a televised hearing, one is not certain whet- 
her it has lifted the suspension uncondition- 
ally, or as attorney Sheppard sees it, has 
attached further strings. 

The decision of the committee should 
soon be clarified. But one point, tossed 
around in the exchange of letters last week, 
should be clarified first. The Committee 



claims Fekete had once turned down an 
offer of a televised hearing. As far as we 
con ascertain, this was not the case. 

As we see it, the charged columnist was 
offered a choice iietween a closed meeting 
and a televised one last November. He did 
not accept this choice and went to the courts 
instead to obtain, at the least, an open hear- 
ing — a choice not offered by the committee. 
Having failed in the courts, he returned to 
consider its original offer. 
Hé -maintains that at no time did he turn 
doWh the television; he only held the choice 
in abeyance while seeking recourse in a 
higher court.

On Detember 13, 1967, Mr. 
Fekete did not appear in person, 
but through his solicitor re- 
quested a further postponement 
as he intended to appeal the 
judgement of December 7, 1967. 
T^IS Kquest was granted and

The hearing was then adjourn- 
ed until the . Court of Appeal 
unanimously dismissed Mr. Fe- 
kete's appeal on February 2, 
1968. Before the Court of Ap- 
peal/one' of Mr. Fekete's 
counsel had devoted his entire 
argument to the injustice of 
Ihe proposed television arran- 
gements. 

The Committee then summon- 
ed Mr. Fekete for February 7, 
1968. 

On February 7, 1968, for the 
first time, Mr. Fekete requested 
closed circuit television as in 
the Allnutt and Fournier matt- 
er, although he had previously 
rejected it .on November 16, 
-1967, before he instituted pro- 

npwiuofi'to^'tSe'Court In which 
he had sworn that it was not 
■conducive to justice; and in his 
oral argument before the Court 
of Appeal. . After . deliberation, 
the Committee ^rejected this 
request. 

Mr. Fekete, through his ad- 
visers then told the Committee 
that he would not participate 
in the hearing unless and until 
the closed circuit television was . 
granted. After deliberation the 
Committee refused to submit to 
this ultimatum and advised Mr. 
Fekete that if he left he would 
be suspended administratively.

THE COMMIHEE'S HEARINGS 
a) Allnutt and Foumier 

The four televised Hearings of All- 
nutt and Foumier were essentially used 
by the Committee to discuss questions 
unrelated to the charge;^ itself ^^je| 
Committee at all times refused -to'^enter 
a discussion of what the "university's 
,A;j^slandards of decency" were in light of 
^^hich the Krassner article could be 
Vcdnisidered . Indecent Despitcurequests 
iv^'ffie^d'efendmtsr^^^ 
not offer its definition of the universi- 
ty's decency criteria. Not only did this 
reduce the Committee's hearings to p 
discussion of irrelevancies,^,t,it denied 
to the accused the rlgîttytofîmow' what ' 
was the content of the charge against 
them. Dr. Robertson, the man who 
levied tho charge, was not asked by 
the Committee to appear before, it- (al* 
though'^'tlierstudcnts at .one jpoinf* could' 
have so asked), and thus the burden of 
proof was laid upon the accused. 

At the hearing of December 5, how- 
ever, Chairman Meyer let slip that the 
Committee was being less than honest 
with the accused In explaining the na- 
■tiire of the charge before them. Ho 
interrupted the summary of Mr. Schccter, 
the accused's j ^co u n sel. to say 'that it 
was neit ^ ^ l^ ^fofi'r-lettcr. words nor 
lËÎE^ltô^^^magefy that the Krassner 
IcIefînu^nSnng considered indecent 
- This' clearly indicated that the Com- 
mittee was operating with a definition 
of the university's standards of decency, 



Report 



The Committee's report on Allnutt 
and Foumier did not in any way allé- . 
viate this confusion, since no definition 
of standards of decency was offered in 
the repiort which found the accused 
guilty of violating these standards. 
. Much of the time of these hearings 
was used by the Committee to ask rhe- 
torical questions of the accused, ques- 
tions unrelated to, the charge but poli- 
tically motivated in character.' , For 
example, on Nov. 23, accused were 
prodded as to whether they had printed 
the article in order to create a campus 
confrontation. Meyer even went- to. the 
absurd extrràié^f ^quoting from a Daily 
mastheadl^f ^eptemlier to ' bolster his 
case. Again, at the hearing of December 
5, Meyer asked Allnutt what he thought 
of a passage in ' a Faculty member's 



brief discussing the role of "outside 
agitators" in the confrontation which 
followed the publication of the article. 

b) The Hearing of the 28 

The Committee was considerably less 
subtle in its hearing of the 28 sit-in 
.students on February 6 — . sji^j^it' 
appears, that Its proceedings 'weren't 
being televised. The hearing commenced 
in an atmosphere of threat and intimi- 
dation, as Meyer stated he would suspend 
all 28 of them. at once if they^ refused 
to stay at the closed hearing. 'When' the 
hearing started, the 28 were asked to 
tell the Committee, among other things, 
whether or not they would do tlic same 
thing agahi' — the students were being 
tried, apparently, for, their future inten- 
tions as well as their past acts. 

The Committee's behaviour at this 
hearing was very interesting, . for they, 
displayed a selective reaction to the 
testimonies of the students. ' With the 
younger and less articulate ones, Dean 
Woods would proceed to grill and prod- 
thcm at length. The more articulate 
ones, however, were frequently cut short 
by Chairman Meyer, and both Meyer

Televised hearingti 



Allnutt and Fuurnicr were granted 
televised hearings. The 31 sit-in students 
were refused thuir explicit request for 
either open or televised hearings. Fekclc 
was also refused his request of Fel>- 
ruary 8 for televised hearings, although 
the Committee changed Its decision in 
the light of student faculty ' prolc«its; 
It appears that with the Senate Com- 
mittee, the nature of the crime, the 
nature of tlic criminal or political con- 
siderations determines its judicial pro- 
cedures. 



. But the principle of equality of treat- 
ment was further violated by the Com- 
mittee on February 6. Whereas three of 
the 31 sit in students were allowed two 
observers or "advlsor.s" each, the other 
28 were first refused any observers, 
and then allowed to choose only ten 
for Ihe whole group. The Committee, 
after granting this concession, proceed- 
ed to decide who they could choose' by 
deleting John Fckctc from their select* 
cd list of advisors. 




In the light of what we know of 
how Ihe Conimiltee holds Its hearings, 
it can be logilimately asked : Arc they 
ngainst open hearings because they are 
afraid of students smuggling In bombs, 
or because they arc afraid of students 
and faculty viewing their proceedings ? - 

THE POLITICAL CHARAaER 
OF THE COMMIHEE 

The Committee maintains that it is 
an imparliai judicial body, independent 
of the Administration. Its composition 
' and iiehaviour, however, indicate that 
jn;> Judging the two cases in which the 
Administration has cither been the 
plaintiff (Allnutt Fekete and Foumier) 
or the victim (the break-in to Robert- 
son's office), the Committee itself is an 
Interested party. 

firstly, Ihe Committee on Student 
Discipline is a Senate-appointed Com- 
mittee, with over half the Senate itself 
coii\posed of Administration men. Sec- ' 
ondiy, over half .of thé present Commit- 
teeis members arc from the Administra- 
tion (Deai)s or Associate Deans). Third- 
ly, during the hcaring-of the 28, Dean 
Woods went to great lengths to de- 
fend the: Administration against the 
political accusations of some of the stu-. 
dents. Fourthly, Dean Woods identified 
himself more explicitly as an Adminis- 
tration person when he asked sonic stu- ; 
dents wliy, if they wanted to commun- 
icate to the Administration, they didn't 
come and see him, and when he told 
the group that he had acted for three 
hours on behalf of Dr. Robertson. 

It seems that the Senate Committee 
is an interested party, prosecutor, 
judge and Jury all in one. ; / 

CONCLUSION 

The preceding r. account, of the Sen- 
ate Cbmmittce's: behaviour In the last 
several montlis indicates that Dr. 
Robertson's statement to the Faculty on 
.Saturday, that the Committee has prog- 
rcK.scd "fairiy and sensibly" Is less than 
correct. Rather than being an impartial 
Judicial body, the facts indicate that 
the Senate Committee has acted as 
interested party, pro.seculor, judge and 
Jury in the • cases before it. It is a 
Committee ppr-ionally and politically 
ûcling on behalf of Ihe Administration. 
It has violated nearly every maxim of 
due process arid natural justice. It has 
tried to enforce closed hearings, in viol- 
ulinn of both the Senate request and 
many Students' Council requests. It has 
paid no consideration to .'the rights 

'Of the accused. 

The Senate Committee has shown it- 
self to be unfit for carrying out the 
responsibilities of student disclplhie in 

, a university. In the two cases presently 
before It there is ample reason to be- 
lieve that justice will not be done.
